Pasha's army. The Turkish troops in 
Oreece now are more than sufficient to as- 
sure complete success, bat the Sultan is 
making doubly sure. The Turkish troops 
are in perfect drill and lull of enthusiasm. 


The Italian volunteers captured de- 


nounce the treatment they received while 
with the Greeks and refer in terms of 
contempt to the cowardice of the Greeks. 
King George made use of the crisis in the 
affairs of his country to speculate in 
Greek and Turkish bonds so that his 
majesty has cleared about 135,000 francs.

?nria, May 4.-—An awful holocaust oc- 


ct rred ia tbi? city today, the agonizing 
sti-snee of which are beyond description. 
Fjre broke out at 4 o'clock this after- 
tr. the crowded charitable bazaar in Rue 
Jean Goujon at which the Duchess of 
D izes and other well-known patronesses 
a::d Paria society leaders were present. 


The bazaar was a temporary structuro 


of wood built for the festival occasion. It 
was densely crowded by a motley throng 
of all classes, for the bazaar is an annual 
function of society leaders given for 
charity's sake. 


While all was merriment* and gayety, 


Dames were discovered above the splendid 
box occupied by the Duchess of Duzes. A 
terrible panic and Crush followed at once, 
and a wild maddened rush for the doors 
Was begun. 


In a remarkably abort time the bazaar 


Was a mass of flames, and its inmates a 
maddened screaming crowd of humanity. 
The weaker ones and women were tram- 
pled under foot. 


During the terrible panic thirty at least 


were killed or burned to death whose 
bodies have been recovered. 
A. much 


larger number are reported missing and 
scoreaot injured faa\ehedn taken to tue 
hospitals. The sidewalks about the place 


ra a. tsrr.b'e scene being covered with 


the dead and dying, most of whom ware 
women and children. 


Barcelona, Spain, May, 4.—Five of the 


anarchists convicted as participants in 
t/ie bomb outrages of June 7 at the feast 
of Carpus Christi were shot outaide the 
fort this morning. They shouted "long 
live anarchy" before the death, shot was 
fired. Two of the men executed Were 
married yesterday to women prisoners. 
Seventy other prisoners on the same 
charges will be deported. 


Aberdeen, Scotland, April 4.—A colliG- 


sion has occurred off Girdleness light** 
house between the Britisn steamers Col- 
lynce and Gringoe. The Colly nee sank 
and 11 of her crew are drowned. No par- 
ticulars have yet been received, but the 
loss of life it is feared is heavy and the 
loss of property vary great. 


New York, May 4 —John A. Davenport,

He saw hard service, and 
cruised over the world, on many impor- 
tant missions.

monds of this city. Mr. Simmonds is 
the cashier of the First National bank 
of Charleston, and while all the liquor 
~vta.fi consigned to htm it was intended 
for a number of other private citizens. 
These persons vrere to receive orders 
from Mr. Simmonds for their respective 
shares of the carload of wine, deposit- 
ing at the same time in the bank the 
purchase money, subject to the order 
of Vandercook & Co. Shortly after the 
arrival of the liquor it was seised by 
the constables and sent to Columbia.

President McKtnlcy Recommends an Ap- 


propriation Far the Victim^' Hetrn,

XCinley has sent to congress a message 
coticeining the lynching of three Ital- 
ians at Hahnville, La., on the night of 
Aug 8, 1896, named Salvatore Arena. 
Guiseppe Ventuiella and Lorenzo So- 
landino. Hi- recommends an appropri- 
ation Cor th^ lioirs i f the persons with- 
out admitting ihe Lability of the United 
States in the piemises. The message 
is accompanied by papers from the sec- 
retary of state. "He re\ lews the events 
when the lynching occurred 


The agent of the state department 


who v.s.s sent to Louisiana reported 
that one of the men, Sclaridmo, had re- 
sided in Louisiana 12 yeais and had 
voted; Arena five years and had made 
a declaration of his intention of be- 
coming a citizen, and Venturetla, three 
years, also had been a voter. 


Mr. Sherman says the Italian emhas- 


sador promptly informed this go\ em- 
inent that the lynched men \\ ei e Ital- 
ian subjects and entitled to the protec-

Suspected of Insurance Fraud.

went and showed good sense in leaving 
the stage as gracefully as he did when he 
found himselt lojt-an his address 


As to the thought and language of the 


orations the judges did not mark either 
of the prize takers higher than the other 
Both showed something more of original 
ity than their competitors 


When it came to a decision as to which 


of the young ladies had done most creditr 
ably, the judges disliked to make any 
decision 
The four Drury girls had all 


done well,—very well 
On the first vote, 


tho judges again agreed m the point that 
first and second lay between Miss Smith

In composition,

The young ladies outpointed the young 


gentlemen in speaking When are to con- 
sidered, however, that the feot%the arms, 
the hands, the face the voice and its in 
flection and above all else, the spirit and 
earnestness of the speaker, is to be con 
sidered in coming tea decision in such a 
contest it will be seen that most any 
young speaker must be subject to a great 
deal of adverse criticism and only expe- 
rience in speaking can overcome these de 
fects 
In this contest, the uneasy position 


and unwarranted changing of positions 
by one of the young ladies, against all the 
rules of elocution, lost her, perhaps, the 
first prize. But after all is said and done, 
the eight young speakers did very well, 
and most of the compositions showed
